A TRAITOB'3 AOCOUKT OF HIS TREASON. 


We extract the following from ex-secre- 


tary Floyd's speech at the recent banquet 
given iu his honor,is. from the Richmond cor- 
respondence of the Baltimore American : 


The speaker alluded to the two .policies 


set forth in the president's message. Mr. 
Attorney General Black said we must exe- 
cute the laws. I, said Mr. Floyd, could not 
quite bow to that. Mr. Buchanan said, 
" This question of the forts is a question-ot 
property." I agreed to that. I said more. 
I said,." I am your secretary, and have in 
my hands the property ;of the,forts. I will 
turn over to my successor that property in- 
violate. I know these, people of South Car- 
olina; I went to school among them. ] 
know they are not thieves.. . Isaac Hayne^ 
Manigault and Frank Pickens ar.e good 
men—they are great men—and I will back 
their honesty aud integrity, if necessary 
with my blood. But I cannot: consent that 
you place among them a military power 
that will choke them to the ground." 
At a 


subsequent interview with the .president^ 
said to me, " Mr; Floyd, what about send 
ing recruits to Charleston ?" I said, "no-th 
ing about sending recruits.".. Don't you in 
tend to strengthen the forts at Charleston..?' 
he asked. 
1 replied, ''I do-not. . -Said .he 
" I-would rather be. at the ;bottom of th 
Potomac to-morrow than that these fort 
should be in, the hands of those whointen 
to take ,them. It will destroy me—it .will 
cover your name, which is an honored 
one, 
with infamy, for you will never be. aible 


to show that you had not some complicity 
in it." 
I siad, Mr! President, trust me— 


there is no danger. I will stake my repu- 
tation, and I will stake my .life that the forts 
of Charleston will not be touched." I said 
this because I felt It. The president, then 
aaid, "but, Mr. Floyd) does: that secure' 
the forts ?" "No, sir," said,'" but .it is the 
best guarantee I can give you that they will 
not ba touched."' He replied, "I am not 
satisfied." Saidl,:"it is yours to. com- 
mand, and you will be obeyed. .You can 
trengthen the forts, but it will lead to. the 
jffusion of blood. You can, however, put 
an orderly sergeant there—a man with a 
worsted epaulette aud a stripe on his pant- 
aloons. He is a representative man—the 
representative of the stars and stripes, a:od 
of ' Hail Columbia,' arid ' Yankee Doodle.' 


can stand there and so proclaim himself 


and his authority will be respected. 'Why 
not submit to congress the question of the 
accession of South Carolina. Congress may 
say a state has a right to withdraw, or may 
say we repudiate the right of secession— 
•we will send down onr armies to coerce you 
to submission. Do thic, and I will wait the 
issue."

Mr. Floyd then proceeded to state that he 


called to his aid Jefferson Davis, " that 
bright Saladin of the south," Mason and 
Hunter, with other patriots, northern as well 
as southern, and talked with the president. 
He thea said, " I am content with your pol- 
icy—we will send no more troops to the 
harbor or Charleston." It delighted me, 
and I now thought the question capable of 
peaceful solution. Mr. Floyd next spoke 
of Gen. Cass, to whom he paid a glowing 
tribute. Gen. Cass said, "these forts must 
be strengthened; I demand it." 
This, gen- 


tlemen, is the northern sentiment. The 
president replied, " I am sorry to differ with 
the secretary of state, but the- interests - of 
;he country do not demand a reinforcement 
of the forts at Charleston. I cannot do it. 
[itakethe responsibility." The next day 
Gen. 
Cass resigned. 'Thus matters stoodj 


when there was a proposition to send fox- 
Gen. Scott. 
Mr. Floyd, who had long 


known and admired him as a Virginia sol- 
dier, gla,d!y acquiesced. 
Gen. Scott came. 


He had other ideas. He was a soldier. He 
had a programme to allay disunion and 
bring peace to the country. 
He laid this 


programme before the secretary of war, 
who told him he did not like it. He then 
laid it before the president, and the presi- 
dent did not much like it at that time. The 
programme of Gen. Scott was as follows : 
To take Fort Sumpter and Castle Pinckney, 
strengthen Fort Moultrie, occupy and hold 
the forts of Georgia, rFlorida, Alabama and 
Louisiana, and to • send: ships-of-war and 
revenue cutters to the waters of South Car- 
olina. No northern forts were to be occu

'he fire originated iu the kitchen of tbe 
lisbop's residence, where two servant girls 
vere engaged in making tallow candles.— 
?.hey put about sixty pounds of tallow into 
an immense kettle on the stove, which, boil- 
ng over, set the house on fire. The palace 
eing attached to the cathedral, both were 
apidly overrun by the flames. An old blind 
man by the name of Ducharme perished in 
he conflagration. Large, massive oil paint- 
ngs, valuable furniture .and effects, about 
5800 in money, a choice library of 5000 
volumes, a large quantity of provisions—all 
were lost. 


The cathedral, says the Nor'-Wester, was 


jeyond all question the largest edifice iu 
lupert's Land.

Mr. Head,^who was stand- 
ing near, caught hold of her and must have 
been carried round once or twice in trying 
to rescue her.' In going round they both 
must have come in contact with the sepa- 
rator which stands within eighteen or twen- 
ty incbes of the shaft. 
When Mr. H. was 


forced from his hold, Miss G. he thinks 
must have beeu carried around the shaft in 
a horizontal position, her head and body 
corning in contact with the frameword of 
the separator at every revolution, killing 
her instantly. 
One arm was torn from her 


body, her neck broken, and all her. clothes 
torn off, and when her body became, loose 
from the shaft life was extinct. 
Mr. Head, 


in trying to save her, got pretty badly 
bruised but no bones were broken. . 


This sad event has cast a gloom over our 


village, and brought sorrow to many hearts. 
On Tuesday afternoon a large concourse 
of people attended her funeral, and con 
signed her remains to their last resting 
place,—Ft. Atkinson Standard.
